Money Was Secured by Means of 
Overdrafts and Certified Checks. 
Other Banks Were Touched 
for $600,000 — No 
Panic Resulted. 


Detroit, Mich. February. 10.—Vice. Pres- 
{ident Frank C. Andrews, of the City save 
ings bank, which has been in the hands 
of State Bank Commissioner Maltse since 
this morning, was arrested late today and 
arraigned tonight on the charge of ‘‘wil- 
fully, fraudulently and knowingly” se- 
curing from the bank, without security 

d without the knowledge of the direct- 
ore, a sum exceeding $1,000,000. He was 
released on $10,000 bail and his examina- 
tlon was set for February 21. Cashier 
Henry C. Andrews, through whom F. 
C. Andrews is said to have secured the 
money by means of overdrafts and cer- 
tified checks, is seriously ill at his home 
with nervous prostration. 

In addition to a total indebtedness to 
the City savings bank of $1,158,000 to se- 
éure which Mr. Andrews has signed over 
to that institution all his real estate 
holdings and stocks, bends and other, se- 
ecurktieg, which, it is estimated, will total 
about $1,000,000, four local banks and a 
trust company hold his checks, certified 
to by Cashier Andrews to the amount of 
$662,000. A considerable number of these 
checks are protected by securities depos- 
ited with them by Mr. Andrews. 

Owes Bank Nearly $2,000,000. 

As soon as Commissioner Maltse took 
charge of the institution he immediately 
began an examination of its books. It 
was found that Cash‘er Andrews had 
permited F. C. Andrews to overdraw his 
account $914,000. Other liabilities brought 
FT. C. Andrews’ total indebtedness to thé 
bank up to $1,158,000. ‘In addition to this, 
Cashier Andrews had certitied to check 
for F. C. Andrews which he had depoasit- 


ed in Other banks to thé amount of’ e2,- 


000. 

At the close of his examination Com- 
missioner Maltse tonight issued the fol- 
Jowing statement of the bank's condition 
at the close of business February 8: 

Resources, total loans and discounts, 
bonds, mortgages and securities, $2,363,093; 
overdrafts, $913,852; real estate, $10,899; 
cash in bank, $288,697; other @ sets, $18,922. 

Liabilities, stock, surplus and undivided 
profits, $225,212; deposits, $3,0.v,251. 

The examination showed that the record 
of fF. Cc. Andrews’ transactions was not 
kept in the regular way, but in a memo- 
randum book. The first record of a trans- 
action between Cashier Andrews and F. 
Cc. Andrews is January 11, but the exam- 
iners est*mate that the transactions have 
been going on for about six weeks. 

How the Game Was Worked. 

President F. C. Pingree explained the 
manner in which the certified checks 
was obtained as follows: 

“Fr. C. Andrews would draw a check 
for the amount he wanted and have it 
certified to by the cashier, Henry R. An- 
drews. He would present this certified 
check to the person with whom he was 
doing business and ask him to hold it out 
for that day, as the bank was not in 
funds to meet it. Perhaps he would thus 
hold it out for two or ‘three. days, and 
eventually when there was money enough 
in the bank to meet the check he would 
go in and take it out. There would be 
only a slip of paper in the drawer and 
the withdrawal would be put down as a 
cash item. With this money he would 
in person pay the certified check and 
tear it up. This was done time and 
again."’ 

The City savings bank was the deposi- 
tory for the funds of the county audi- 
tors, thelr balance there béing more than 
$150,000, and F. C. Andrews was arrested 
this afternoon on a complaint sworn out 
by Auditor Christian after a long con- 
ference between the auditors and Prose- 
cutor Hunt. The warrant was served on 
Andrews, who is commissioner of police, 
by two of his detectives in the office of 
the Detroit Trust Company, where he 
had been in consultation with officers of 
the Danks holding his certified checks. 
The City savings bank was also the de- 
pository for the board of education, 
which had a total of $467,000 on deposit. 
Other local banks will temporarily ad-

Result of Criminal Work.

Washington, February 10.—The second 
caucus of the house republicans to con- 
sider the question of action looking to 
reducing the congressional representation 
of the southern states which abridge the 
suffrage was held in the hall of repre- 
sentatives tonight, but @ quorum was 
not present and after two and a half 
hours of discussion the caucus adjourned 
until next Monday, without aetion. it 
requires 101 republicans to constitute a 
quorum of the caucus, and at no time 
tonight were over ninety-five republicans 
In attendance. : 

Speaker Henderson was present for a 
short time but, took no part in the pro- 
ceedings and left early to keep a dinner 
engagement. Eiis Heutenants—Messrs. 
Payne of New York, Cannon and Dalzell 
were present, however, and threw the 
weight of their influence in favor of a 
conservative course. Mr. Cannon was 
opposed to action on the ground that it 
could only result In agitation. In tho 
only test of strength made the friends 
of action had g@ majority of 2 votes. 


Crumpacker’s New Tack. 


Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana, at the out- 
set offered the following modification of 
his resolution. of last week: 

“Resolved, That ‘it is the gense of this 
caucus that the ¢ommittee on rules re- 
port a resolution as a substitute for those 
now nending tn said cammittee providing 
in sunpstance that a ge@lect committee ee 
uppointed by the eomamittee er geen geo 
eleven moat, * Mee Fer ty it shall be

“Resolved, That measures so 
by said committee shall be 
only unless otherwise ordered by 
action of the caucus.” 

Tayler Attacks the South. 

Mr. Taylor, of Ohlo, in the course of an 
argument in support of the Crumpacker 
resolution, made the interesting state- 
ment that when the southern states were 
admitted to representation after the war 
it was on the express condition that none 
of them would later deprive any citizen 
or any class of citizens of the right to 
vote. He contended that in subsequently 
abridging the right to vote some of the 
southern states had violated the provi- 
sions of the act of June 25, 1868. 

Mr. Shattuc, of Ohio, after Mr. Tay!ér 
had concluded, called his attention to thé 
fact that In Tne former caucus the oppo- 
sition did not show. its hand until after 
all the advocates of action had expended 
their ammunition, and he suggested that 
the friends and enemies speak alternate- 
ly. His remarks were directed at Mr. 
Cannon, who was chairman of the caucus. 

Mr. Cannon thereupon relinquished the 
gavel and took the floor with an earnest 
plea for conservatism. Hie took the po- 
sition that no legislation could result 
from action by the house; that the senate 
would not pass a Dill, and that the net 
effect wou'td be agitation, which would 
injure and not benefit the negro in the 
south. He contended, as he did last week, 
that the attempt to pass the force bill 
in the fifty-first congress had resulted 
in the defeat of the republicans in the 
conkressional elections. 

Hanna’s Man Dick for Action. 

Mr. Dick. of Ohio, strongly controverted 
this latter statement, and, moreover, 
urged that, no matter what the political 
effect might be, the republicans of con- 
gress should do their duty. Mr. Grow, of 
Pennsylvania, the venerable ex-speaker 
of the house, supported the Crumpacker 
resolution, but took issue with Mr. Tayler 
as to the act of June 25, 1868, which, he 
contended, was not binding upon the 
southern states. 

Mr. Morrell, of Pennsylvania, 
the following substitute for the 
packer resolution: 

“Resolved, That a committee composed 
of six members of the caucus be appoint- 
e4 pv the chairmar. to work in conjunc- 
tion with the alkvve committee, which 
committee of six shall report to a future 
caucus such information and findings of 
facts as may be secured by said iyvesti- 
gation.”’

This was the atatement issued, by 
George B.- Cortelyou, secretary to the 
president, at 9 o'clock tonight, and was 
made after a careful examination by Dr, 
Alexander Lambert, the family physician 
of President Roosevelt, who arrived from 
New York at 6 o'clock. 

President and Mrs, Roosevelt spent a 
long, anxious day inthe infirmary await- 
ing the crisis of the disease, which this 
morning appeared to have taken such a 
strong hold of their son. 

Change for Worse During Night. 

The change for the worse in the boy's 
condition occurred during the night and 


twee ee ee ee 


showed itself when the regular morning 
examination was made by Dr. Shattuck 
and Dr. Warren. Secretary Cortelyou, 
who.is the only means of communication 
with the sick room, made the announce- 
ment this morning of the patient's seri- 
ous condition, although he said then it 
was not alarming. 

“His temperature Is higher,”’ said Mr. 
Cortelyou, “and hig respiration is weaker 
than yesterday, but his pulse is better."’ 

He also said there was no immediate 
change, only the natura! progress of the 
disease. He, announced that the disease 
had spread and involved both lungs. 

This sudden and unfavorable turn 
warned the‘president that the most skill- 
ful medical treatment was necessary and 
so tonight he called to the ald of Drs. 
Shattuck and Warren his‘ family physi- 
clan, Dr. Alexander Lambert, of New 
York, an eminent practitioner, and a 
man wll acquainted with the boy's 
physigue. 7

Work on two big electric plants for the 
furnishing of electric power to be erected 
on the Chattahoochee river, 8 miles from 
Atlanta, will begin this year. 

The land has been secured, the property 
surveyed and the plans completed for the 
work which will begin in early spring. 

One of the plants will be erected at 
Randall's shoals and the other at. Bull 
sifice. The company was organiged and 
controlled by New York capitalists. An 
issue of $1,500,000 in bonds has been made 
and sold and everything is in readiness 
for actually beginning the work. 

About seven months ago the two water 
powers were controlled by separate com- 
panies and each proposed to erect a plant. 
But during the past few months the or- 
Sanizers of the two companies have been 
brought together and as a result the tn- 
consolidated. 

It is understood that the Randall shoal 
property was purchased at a cost of about 
$84,000. The price for the Bull sluice prop- 
When ne- 
gotiations were opened for the purchase 
of some of the property a law suit arose 
of the The owner of 
some land on a property on an island In- 
side the purchase sued out an injunetion 
and this caused a suspension of .opera- 
tions. The claim, however, has been get- 
tled and the injunction will be dismissed.

Since the consolidation of the two com- 


panies it is understood that it has been 
decided to erect two large plant&—one at 
Randall shoals and one at Bull slulae, 
with a minimum capacity of 16,000 horse- 
power and a maximum capacity of 30,000 
horsepower. 

The purpose of the company ts to sell 
power to such people as want It for manu- 
facuring purposes or other purposes. It Is 
understood that a double track street car 
line will be bullt from the city to the two 
large dams. One of the partles interest- 
ed is quoted as saying that he Intends to 
make an ideal summer resort of the place 
and put two steamers on the lakes formed 
by the dams. 

The enterprise is controlled by New 
York men of means and ability and they 
intend to push the plants to a rapid com- 
pletion. 

Have Spent $150,000. 

The last payment on the pr@perty, $20,- 
000, was made a few days ago. The prop- 
erty is sald to have cost $150,000. This sum 
has been paid In and the deeds to the 
property are in the possession of the com- 
pany. 

The Atlanta end of the deal has been 
In the hands of Mr. Montgomery, of New 
York, who is at present In Atlanta. He 
has been actively engaged with the mat- 
ter for some months and has just com- 
pleted the deal. 

The company, it is understood, will de- 
liver electric power in Atlanta at a cost 
of $15 to $2 per horsepower. Steam at 
present costs $50 per horsepower for mo- 
tive and manufacturing purposes. ‘The 
idea is to cater to small manufactories 
and furnish power at such a price that 
small manufactories will be induced to 
establish In Atlanta in sufficient number 
to cause this end of the business to be 
successful. 

The sites chosen for the location of the 
two plants are picturesque and are in 
close reach of each other. One plant will 
stand on the bank of the Chatta- 
hoochee at Randafi shoals, where the 
river rushes with terrific force, having 
gained its headway in the descent from 
the head of Bull sluice, 8 miles away. The 
second plant will be erected at the foot 
of Bull sluice, and the place selected for 
it is said to be ideal. The improvements 
the company !s said to have in contempla- 
tion will beautify the land about the teo 
power hoyses and add to the interest. 

It is understood that no money or pains 
will be spared in making the two plants 
among the most modern in the country,

Turner Also Terms the’ Sedition Act

Washington, February 10.—Throughout 
mearly the entire session of the senate 
today the Philippine tariff bill was under 


consideration. Mr. Turner, Washington, 
concluded his speech hegun last Friday. 
He devoted his argument, as on the pre- 
vious day, to a discussion of the legal and 
constitutional phases of the Philippine 
question, holding in the main that, as the 
Filipinos had established an independent 
government in the islands prior to the 
fall of Manila, the United States, under 
‘ the principles of international law, had no 
right to the islands. 

‘Mr. Teller, Colorado, took the floor to 
deliver a speech upon the pending meas-. 
ure, but had scarcely introduced his ar- 
gument hefore he requested that he be 
allowed to continue his address tomorrow. 

In the course of his speech, Mr. Turner 
exclaimed with gfeat vehemence: , 

“The leaders of the republican party 
have dishonored the nation by their greed 
for power and spoils. They have done 
so under the false and blasphemous pre- 
tense that they were serving Almighty 
God by advancing liberty and religion. In- 
stead of advancing the cause of liberty 
they have struck it the worst blow it has 
received since it first found a foothold on 
the American continent.’’ 

Relic of Barbarism. ‘ 

Taking up the sedition act in the Philip- 
pines, Mr, Turner referred to it as not 
only unconstitutional, but as a “‘relic of 
barbarism too black even for the mast 
despotic and tyrannical government that 
now exists on the face of the earth.”’ 

When Mr. Turner concluded a confer- 
ence report on the urgent deficiency bill 
was laid before the senate. The house 
amendment relating to the opening of 
state claims was agreed to, which passed 
the bill. 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, presented'‘an, 
amendment to the Philippine bill. provid- 
ing for the repeal of the sedition laws ap- 
plied to the Philippines. 

Mr. Teller gave notice of an amendment 
that it is not intended by the government 
of the United States to permanently an- 
nex the Philippine islands as an integral 
part of the United States, but it is in- 
tended to establish with the consent and 
assistance of the inhabitants thereof, a 
government or governments, suitab® to 
their wants and conditions.

So Says the Industrial Commission in 
Its Report. 


FOR REFORM IN:- TAXATION 


Commission Advises States.To Aban- 


don Property -Impost and Tax 
Corpc§ations. 


Washington, February _10,—The third 
part of the industPial commission's final 
report was made public teday. It treats 
Gf iabor, immigration, taxation and. irri- 
gation. Regarding labor, the following 
recommendations are made: 

“Congress, having ho power to legislate 
directly upon the subject, # fis recom- 
mended that the several states estab- 
lish uniform powers of labor, and also 
specially reguiate the hours of employ- 
ment cf persons between the age of 14 
and 21.” : eS aes 

The working day: of all public employ- 
ment, the -report:.gays, should be eight 
hours, ff the hope that~it would*bring 
private ‘employment to the same stand- 
ard. The period of “werk in tndér- 
ground .mines Should .be efght hours a 
day. ; 
% To Pay Labor in.Cash. 

It is reconrmended that congress, under 
{ts powers as to interstate commerce, 
‘prevent any person under 18 years being 
employed as a telegraph  6perator on 


4Tailroads, that all engineers and switch- 


men sliould submit to an examination ior 
color blindness; that-~it should be a mis 
demeanor ‘for an enginéér or switechman 
to be Intoxicated while on duty. 

The report says the states should adopt 
a law providing that labor should be 
paid in cash or cash orders without di3- 
count and not in goods or dye bills, and 
that company stor should not be al- 
lowed. Provisions should be made _ for 
fair weighing at mines. 

Regarding injunction, the commission 
Says: ; - a ae a od 
‘The question of the enforcement of 
the labor cortract by injunction or con- 
tempt in equity process is a very difficult 
one, mainly so made by the abuses which 
have arisen from injunctions carelessly 
issued by learned judges or by the un- 
learned judges of inferior courts in states 
which confuse chancery and common law 
jurisdiction. The injunction is a high 
prerogative writ, and should be awarded 
onlv after the most careful examination 
by a tribunal thoroughly competent.” 

A statute to prevent intimidation at 
federal] elections is recomménded. Con- 
gress should legislate to prevent the im- 
portation and sale of convict-made goods 
from one state into another without the 
consent of the state into which the goods 
are imported, or where they are sold. 
Commissioners Smyth and Harris do 
not concur in the recommendations of 
the majority. 

As to Immigration. 
The recommendations of the commission 
on the subject of immigration are: . 
General ‘revision and codification of the 
immigration laws, including such verba! 
changes as are necessary to make the 
existing principles of legislation effective. 
Increasing the head tax from $1 to $3. 
Effective inspection along the Canadian 
and Mexican borders, to be secured 
through establishment of designated 
frontier ports of entry by the secretary of 
the treasury. 
Exclusion and deportation of anarchists. 
Renewal and continuance of the Chi- 
nese exclusion laws, and the introduction 
of administrative amendments in order to 
render these laws less liable to evagion; 
but framing restrictive legislation so as 
not to hinder or seriously interfere with 
commerce with China. 
Penalties upon steamship companies for 
aliens affected with loathsome or con- 
tagious diseases to American ports. 
Commissioners Penrose, Bard, Gard- 


néfy and Litchman Gissent ffom the qtal-: 
ification on the restriction of Chinese im- 


| migration, and deprecate legislation which 


wonid make ‘easier Chinése immigration 
under the gttise of encouraging commerce. 

Recommendations on Taxation. 
As to taxation, the commission recom- 
mends: 

That the states abandon the general 
property tax and raise their revenues by 
taxes upon corporations, inheritances 
and incomes, supplemented when neces- 
sary by indirect taxation. 

'‘™iadt corporations, public service ani 
other, be taxed by state ‘boards at rates 
fixed by legislation, upon the value of 
their TranchTses, assessed according to 
the actual value of their stocks and 
Honded @ebts, less the value of their real 
estate as assessed locally, and that the 
real estate owned by them bé taxéd 
locally as other veal estate is taxed. e 

That the system of levying graduated 
taxes upon inheritances be adopted by 
those states wMich do not now employ it, 
and that it be aSBandoned by the federal 
government. 

That taxes upon corporations, inherit- 
ances, etc., be supplemented by a gradu- 
ated tax upon incomes, to be levied and 
collected by the state. 

That notes, mortgages and other ike 
property be taxed by the state at full 
value, but at low fixed rates, through 
appropriate listing and recording sys- 
tems. 

Commissioners Harrts, Tompkins and 
Gardner dissent from some of the above 
conclusions. 

The commission favors irrigation im- 
provements by the féderal government.

‘Washington, Februdry°1@—In continu- 
ing his statement concerning statements 
in.the Philippine Islands before the senate 
commitfee oh fie Philippines today, Gov- 
ernor Ta®*saf@ that the estimate for the 
preliminary expenses in those islands 
must include a considerable outlay for 
school buildings. It was necessary, he 
said,. to make salaries from 20 to 25. per 
cent higher than in the United States. In 
this connection Senator Culberson made 
inquiries concerning the salaries and al- 
lowances for the commissioners of the 
archipelag®. 

“Is each .ef: the commissioners. paid 
$20,000?" Governor Taft was asked. 

‘“‘No,”” was the reply. 

“When we first went out, the commis- 
sioners were each paid $10,000 and the 
chairman $12,00, and in addition there 
was an aliowance of $5.500 tu each for ex- 
penses, making the total $15,000 and $17,000 
respectively. When I was appointed civil 
governor I was allowed $5,000 for my 
legislative duties and $15,000 for my duties 
as an executive, making $20,000. The 
other commissioners were allowed $5,000 
for their legislative services and $10,(0v 
for their executive duties, making $15,000, 
all ® gold.’’

Taft Lives in a Palace. 

“And you also have a large 
force?’ 

“You would think so if you should step 
into our offices: you also would get an 
idea of the necessity for such a force.’’

“We want,” he said, “especially to 
demonstrate to the Filipinos the possibil- 
ity of an honest administration of justice, 
which is something they have never ex- 
perienced under Spanish rule or under 
the rule of Aguinaldo. They have no 
conception of a man's holding an office 
except for the purpose of his own emolu- 
ment ” 

Senator Carmack reverted to some of 
Governor Taft's former testimony to the 
effect that the Filipinos are not indus- 
trious, and asked whether this condition 
would render necessary the importation 
of Chinese. Governor Taft said that it 
was to be profoundly hoped that this 
would not prove to be the case. There 
might be, he added, some reason for 
taking the Chinese laborers to undevel- 
oped provinces like Mindanao, but in such 
provinces as Luzon, Panay and Negros 
he was hopeful that the native people 
could be brought into a_ condition of 
greater efficiency. In general, he thought 
that the effect of the admission of the 
Chinese would be to monopolize nearly 
all the avenues of trade, but it was more 
difficult to say what the effect would be 
on the lebor of the islands.

HOAR SPRINGS RIGID LAW 


For the Protection of the President 
and Cabinet from the 
Anarchists. 


Washington, _. February 10.—Senator 
Hoar, from the committee on judiciary, 
today faverably reported a bill for the 
protection of the president of the United 
States, the vice president, and others. It 
provides that any person who shall within 
the limits of the United States or any 
place subject to itg jurisdiction wilfully 
kill or cause the death of the president, 
vice president or any officials in line of 
such succession, or who shall wilfully 
cause the death of sovereign or chief 
magistrate of any foreign country, shall 
be punished with death. An attempt to 
commit either of the offenses mentioned is 
also punishable by death. 

The bill also provides a punishment of 
twenty years for the person or persons 
found guilty of instigating, advising or 
counseling the killing of any of the per- 
sons named, and any person who shall 
wilfully and kriowingly aid in. the escape 
of any person guilty of the offenses men- 
tioned, shall be-deemed an accomplice and 
punished the game as if a principals 

Imprisonment of five years:is provided 
for persons convicted of uttering words, 
spoken or published, which threaten to 
kill or advise or instigate another to kill 
the persons named. 

A new feature hr, cenhection with the 
proposed law is that the secretary of war 
is authorized and direeted to select a de- 
tail from the regular army to guard and 
protect the person of the president with- 
out unnecessary displey, and the secre- 
tary of war is also authorized and direct- 
ed to make special rules and regulations 
as to side arms, equipment, etc., of such 
guards and to publish only such of the 
rules and regulations as he may deem 
proper. 


UNITED STATES AFTER RUSSIA. 


Strong Objection to the Treaty in 
Regard to Manchuria. 
Washington, February 10.—Negotiations 
between the United States government 
and the government of Russia relative 
to Manchuria are pfogressing, although

Therefore the United States government 
has renewed its objections, both to the 
Russian government and the government 
of China, It was quickly perceived today 
that the provision, if executed, practical- 
ly would exclude Americans from compe- 
tition in Manchuria, which is very valu- 


able as a market for our manufactured 
cottons.

The rear is generally voiced 
by the insurgents, and one also hears it 
from others who do not sympathize with 
those "who would make trouble for us.’ 

Senator Carmack asked what would be 
the effect of expressions of utter con- 
tempt for -the FilipinoS by republican 
orators, and referred to a speech which, 
he said, had been made by a Unfited 
States senator placing the native Filipinos 
on a level, intellectually, with Caribou 
bulis 

Governor Taft said that any article 
which would have the effect of arousing 
the Filipinos usually finds its way to the 
Philippine islands, and he illustrated this 
remark by saying that the recent utter- 
ances of a member of congress derogatory 
to tae character of the Philippine people 
already had found their way to the 
urchipelago, and had aroused ¢ons.uer- 
able Gisoussion in the native press. 

“The Filipinos are a sensitive people,” 
he said, ‘‘and resent any impeachment of 
their intelligence. They do not like to 
be characterized as savages—’’ 

“Or bulls?’ interjected Mr. Carmack. 

‘“‘Nor as buils,’’ assented Governor Taft. 

In this connection Senator Lodge asked 
as to the effect of utterances calculated 
to encourage the Filipinos to resist the 
authority of the United States, to which 
the reply was “such utterances ‘are a 
great obstacle to the success of our ef- 
forts.”’ 


Hoar’s Speech in Question. 

Senator Patterson made an inquiry as 
to the effect of Senator Hoar's recent 
speech in the senate. ‘“‘That speech,”’ he 
said, “‘was full 3? sympathy for the Fili- 
pinos; if circulateéa@ in the Philippine 
islands, would it not subject the author 
to arrest and imprisonment?’ 

To this inquiry several senators at the 
republican end of the table made vigorous 
protest, and among them Chairman 
Lodge, who said he did not think it just 
to Goverhor Taft to place him in the 
position of characterizing or criticizing 
the speech of any individual senator. 
Senator Hale, however, expressed the 
Opinion that such questions would be 
legitimate when it came to discussing the 
statutes of the insular government, Gov- 
ernor Taft begged to be excused from 
replying to the quesfion at ‘this time. 

Senator Lodge dréw from Governor Taft 
the explanation that the military force 
of the United States had been reduced 
from 71,00 to 41,000 troops. The governor 
added that he had been tnformed. by the 
secretary of war that it was the intention 
to reduce the forte In the immediate fu- 
ture to 30,000. : 

“Has the withdrawal of the troops pro- 
duced trouble?” asked Mr. Lodge. 

“Qn the contrary,” replied Goverftor 
Taft, “in the pacified provinces the effect 
has been to increase tranqufility.”’

OXNARD ATTACKS WOOD 


Beet Sugar Magnate Says General 
Made Untrue Statements. 


HE CALLS FOR AN INQUIRY 


‘|So That the Actual Condition of Cu- 


‘ban Sugar Planters May. Be 
Learned. . 


Weshingtcn, February 10.—The Ameri- 
can Beet Sugar Association, by its pres!l- 
dent, Henry T. Oxnard, today submitted 
to the house committee on ways and 
meéns a petition urging that a commit- 
tee be sent to Cuba for the purpose of 
obtaining by actual] inquiry on the ground 
and by an examination of the accounts of 
Cuban sugar factories the facts in regard 
to the Cubah sugar industry. The peti- 
tion suggests that the investigations of 
‘he speciai committee will be facilitated 
if the committee be authorized to invite 
a representative of the Beet Sugar Asso- 
ciation of the Cuban planters and of the 
American Cane Growers’ Association to 
accompany the committee to Cuba and to 
crcss-eximine witnesses. 

The petition says the beet sugar man- 
ufacturers offered to permit the ways and 
means committee to inspéct their books, 
but the Cuban planters refreined from 
giving details of their business. It is de- 
clared that General Wood, in his letter to 
members «f congress, made an error when 
he said the present selling price of sugar 
is 1.6 cents in Cuba or $4.80 per satk placed 
along side ship, and it is asserted that 
the actua] ‘selling price of % degrees cen- 
trifugal sugar f. o. b., Havana, on Jan- 
usry 30 was and has since remained 1.914% 
cents per pound or $5.73% per sack. 


EXTENDS TERM OF ROOSEVELT. 


Senator Hoar’s Amefidment Chang- 
ing Date of the Inauguration. 

Washington, February 10.—Senator 
Hoar, from the senate committee on priv- 
ileges and elections, today reported favor- 
ably the amendment to the constitution 
introduced by himself changing the day 
for the inauguration of the president of 
the United States from March #4 to the 
last Thursday in April. The resotution 
provides that the change shall take effect 
in 19%, and extends the term of President 
Roosevelt, from,March 4 to that date.

MYSTERY SHROUDS MURDER 


No Clew Found to the Slayer of Rosa 
Fuller. 


—_—_—_—_—_- 


STRANGLED WITH A CORD 


Weapon of Death Found in-the Room. 
Girl Was Killed Ten 


Days Ago. 


San Francisco, February 10.~—The mys- 
tery surrounding the murder of 16-year- 
old Rosa Fuller. whose nude body was 
found in an unoccupied building in Sutter 
street, deepens, It is practically certain 
that the girl was chloroformed and tben 
strangled. 

Although she disappeared four weeks 
ago, when she met a man calling him- 
self Ben Bennett, In answer to an a4- 
vertisement for a gir] to care for a child, 
the autopsy surgeon is positive that she 
was killed within the last ten days. Evi- 
dence that she was strangled is found in 
the fact that there were abrasions on her 
neck, and that a cord, small but strong, 
and measuring 7 feet in length, with a 
bowknot in One end, was picked up in 
the room. On the strands were blood 
stains. 

Two handkerchiefs covered with blood 
were also found. A clumsy attempt had 
been made to burn the handkerchiefs. 
but they were only partially destroyed. 

There was nothing to indicate that the 
girl and Bennett, who, under the name 
of C. B, Hawkips, is believed to have 
rented the house, lived there. Neither 
water nor gas had been turned on and 
the neighbors heard no sounds from the 
place. Among the few things found in 
the place was a large scrap of paper torn 
from The Denver Post of January 9. The 
man known as Bennett or Hawkins se- 
cured the key to the house on the day 
before the paper left the press in Den- 
ver, and as he alone had access to the 
place it was he alone who could have 
carried the scrap of paper thera 

A dispatch from Muncie, Ind., says that 
three months ago there disappeared from 
that place a barkeeper who is alleged 
to have taken away $3,600 belonging to 
Mrs, Sarah Williams. The police of the 
country have been requested to arrest 
him. His description answers that of C. 
B. Hawkins or John Bennett, who rented 
the Sutter street residence. The police, 
however, are without a positive clew to 
the supposed murderer's identity. 
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GEN. LEE ON PEACE AND WAR. 


Lectures Under Auspices of National 
Union at Chicago. 

Chicago, February 10.—General Fitz- 
hugh Lee lectured here tonight at the Au- 
ditorium under the auspices of the 
National Union, a patrtotic fraternal or- 
der. There was a large attendance and 
the welcome accorded General Lee was 
in the nature of an ovation. His subject 
was “‘Peace and War in the United States 
and Cuba.” 

In speaking of the civil war from 186! 
to 1865 he gave great credit to both sides 
for the valor and courage displayed by 
American soldiers and outlined the yres- 
ent position and intention of the southern 
section of the republic, saying that that 
portion of the country had left the ques- 
tion of the right of secession of the state 
to be decided by arms; ihat he recog- 
rized that the south’ failed to make two 
republics grow in this country ‘where 
cnly one grew before, and that, there- 
fore, it was its duty to do everything in 
its power to make one republic grow 
grander and greater than ever before. 

As to the Spanish-Americar war, he 
said he was satisfied very soon after his 
arrival in Cuba that the Spaniards could 
not quell the Cuban _ insurrection for 
some years, and that the Cubans could 
not drive the Spanish saldiers from the 
island, and that, therefore, the war would 
ccntinue until some country intervened; 
and as the United States had laid down 
as its policy that no other country should 
interfere, it was the duty of the United 
States to do so. 

He concluded his address by referring 
to the fact that all clouds that had hither- 


of the country had been removed, saying 
that no imagination was daring enough 
to predict the great power the United 
States would exercise in the tuture with 
cther countries.

OVER A MILLION UP IN SMOKE. 


Great Shops, Owned by Senator Fair- 


banks, Burned at Springfleid. 

Springfield, Ohio, February 10.—The 
great East street shops bugt by William 
N. Whiteley, the reaper millionaire, at a 
cost of $2,000,000, were destroyed by fire 
today. The shops were occupied by the 
Springfield Foundry Company, Progress 
Stove and Furnace Company, Indianapolis 
Frog and Switch Company, Kyle Art 
Glass Company, Miller Gas Engine Com- 
pany, Champion Chemical Company, 
Owens Machine Tool Company 
Krell French Piano Company. 

The building was. bought by Senator 
Fairbanks, of Indiana, ten years ago, fol- 
lowing the failure of Whiteley. The loss 
is over $1,000,000. Water pressure was in- 
sufficient, and firemen were handicapped 
from the start. The fire started in an 
attic, but its origin is not known. 

The insurance is $130,000 on the contents, 
and for Senator Fairbanks, on the build- 
ing, $110,000, a total of $240,000. 

The East shops were built nearly 
thirty-five years ago. The shops at the 
time of their cgmpletion were the second 
largest in the world, being rivaled only 
by the great Krupp gun works at Essen,

Patrick’s Friend Surprised To Hear 
of the Rice Will. 


TRYING ‘TO PROVE POISON 


Chemical Expert Testifies That He 
Believes Chloroform Was 
Used on Rice. 


New York, February 10.—The trial of 
Alert T. Patrick, accused of the murder 
of Wifiam M. Rice, which was inter- 
rupted last week by the illness of a juror, 
was resumed today. 

When court was adjourned last Tues- 
day Dr. H. B. Loomis, a pathological ex- 
pert, was on the stand, and his cross- 
examination was continued today. On 
direcf testimony he said the condition of 
Rice’s lungs was due, in his opinion, %o 
thé fnhalation of chloroform or some like 
irritant. The witness said he knew of 
no natural cause of death that could 
have caused the symptoms shown by the 
autopsies on Rice's body. 

John R. Potts, a lawyer, testified that 
he had known Patrick since 1870. They 
became intimate in 1890. On September 
17, 1900, Patrick said: “That rich client of 
mine has made a will, naming me a resid- 
uary legatee.”’ 

On the same day fie showed Potts an 
assignment of Rice’s property, a paper 
showing the settlement of the contest of 
Mrs. Rice's. will and other papers, among 
them several checks in blank signed with 
Rice’s name and payable to Patriek. 
Potts identified the 1900 will as a paper 
that Patrick showed him to prove the 
statement that his rich client had made 
him residuary legatee. 

“What did you say to Patrick?” 

Called Patrick Lucky Dog. 

“T said, ‘Albert, my boy, you are @ 
lucky dog,’ and I shook hands wifh him. 
Then a thought came to me, and I satd, 
‘Don't think a will like that is good for 
anyfhirg. Don't you remember the TiHi- 
den will, when the estate was left-to the 
trustee? lie replied, “That's all right, 
John. The estate is practically mine.’ ” 

The witness said Patrick showed him a 
general assignment. and he again con- 
gratulated him. 

Potts testified that on September 17. the 
day Patrick showed him the papers, he 
asked the witness to lend him $150, and 
the loan. was made. 

‘Did “Patrick tell you why Mr. Riee 
made him residuary legatee?”’ asked Aa«- 
sistant District Attorney Osborne. . 

“I remember asking Patrick that ques- 
tion, and he said he presumed Mr. Rice 
was actuated by personal regard for 
him.” 

“Did Patrick call upon Mr. Rice before 
his death?” 

“He told me the day 
died he had not'seen him for a week.” 

“Did he say why?’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

“He said he did not intend to permit 
Mr. Rice to play fast and loose with

There is a'set of books 
which shows the valuation, etc., of each 
Piece of property in the city and the as- 
gessors have their field books from which 
all this could be duplicated without over- 
much work. It is:said, however, that it 
is almost certain the records showing who 
paid their taxes and who fiad not are de- 
stroyed and that there is not in existence 
anvining from which the information 
could be obtained. 

The work of clearing up the burned 
district has not begun, but the firemen 
were busy until night with ropes and 
dynamite tearing down the shaky walls 
that endangered those who had to be 
inside the burned area. 

Conservative opinion 
cut $2,000,000 from the aggregate loss of 
$10,000,000 agreed upon yesterday, and 
$8,000,000 probably will be accepted finally 
as the actual cost of the fire.

HEADLESS BOY IN. DEBRIS 


Grewsome Find Made in Ruins of the 
Orpheon Theater. 


OTHER BOYS PROBABLY DEAD

Many Waifs Slept in the Theater. 
It Is Believed That Fire Was 
Incendiary. 


Chicago, February 10.—Belief that the 
fire which early this morning possibly 
ruined the Orpheon theater was of in- 
cendiary origin was strengthened today. 
At 4 a. m. firemen, exploring the base- 
ment, found two Gas jets, the tips of 
which had been removed, spouting flames 
3 feet high. The flames were 30 feet 
aparf, and one had eaten into a wooden 
beam. When the fire department was 
called last night the flames were discov- 
ered in three different parts of the buiid- 
ing at one time. The two women reported 
missing have been accounted for. 

Later, firemen clearing away the debris 
on the third floor cafhe upon the headless 
body of a boy, which wag supported in 
an upright position by a displaced rafter. 
The boy is supposed to have been a street 
waif who had sought shelter in one of 
the vacant offices on the top floor of the 
building. Half a dozen boys sometimes 
slept in this part of the building. They 
were homeless and friendless, and the 
owners never offered any objections.

urday. 

A bread and coffee famine was ayerted 
by outside aid. A Newark bread com- 
pany early this morning started wagons 
loaded with 3,000 loaves of bread for free 
distribution in the etricken city. Wealthy 
residents of this city ordered large sup- 
plies of coffee and provisions from Pas- 
saic, Newark and New York. 

In the hospitals are sixty-three persons 
injured in the Jong fight against the 
flames. T'wo deaths were due to the ca- 
lamity. One was that of an old woman 
who fell down stairs in her anxiety to 
view the fire. The other was a woman 
who had just become a mother and who 
died as the result of being moved from 
her home. 

The fact that the great silk mills es- 
caped the ravages of the flames is most 
important, as. silk making is the princi- 
pal industry of the city. About half of 
the population depends upon the silk 
trade. 

The great Rogers works and the Amer- 
ican locomotive works give employment 
to thousands, and these are running as 
usual today. 

Looters Are Arrested. 

Just before daybreak the militia ar- 
rested in one haul eleven men caught 
looting a building. Companies A, C and 
M, of the Fifth regiment, company A, 
of Passaic, and fifty deputy sheriffs were 
on guard all night. They had orders to 
club any one who did not obey orders to 
move on. The 120 members of Paterson’s 
police force went on duty at 8 o'clock, 
relieving the militiamen.

BIOOD SPOUTS | WAR SHIPS ARE GRAPPLING 


IN TRANSVAAL 


Last Week .a Lively One in 
the War, Both Sides 
Losing Heavily. 


BRITONS STRIKE BOERS; 
BOERS STRIKE BRITONS 


Sixty Wagons, Belonging to British, 
Convoyed by 60 Troops, Cap- 
tured by Boers — British 
Claim To Have Captured 
Many Boers.

London, February 10:—A report received 
today from Lord Kitchener at Pretoria 
shows last week to have been the liveliest 
week, with the heaviest losses on both 
sides, for several months past. Lord 
Kitchener gives the Boer casualties a to- 
tal of sixty-nine kilied, fifty-seven sur- 
rendered and 574 taken prisoners. Thé 
British captured 480 rifles, one pompom 
and the usual! grist of munitions and live 
stock. 

The most serious British loss during the 


week was the capture of sixty wagons. ; 


convoyed by 160 troops. At a point 30 
miles from Beaufort. west Cape Colony, 
the enemy swooped down on the wagons 
and cut up the convoy before assistance 
arrived. They were able to move only 
twelve of the wagons and burned the rest. 
In this engagement the British lost two 
officers and eleven men killed and one 
officer and forty-seven men wounded, 
while the Boers lost twenty-four killed 
and forty-seven wounded. 

The Boers also rushed a detachment of 
100 men of Colonel Doran’s column the 
night of February 3, when the British lost 
three officers and seven men killed and 
seventeen men wounded. 

Von Donop surprised Portgieter’s laager, 
near Wolmaranstad, Transvaal colony, 
February 7, killing three Boers and cap- 
turing thirty-six, as well as twenty-five 
wagons and live stock. 
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COUNT TOLSTOI MUCH WORSE. 


Alarming Advices Received in Lon- 
don Regarding Reformer. 
London, February 10.—Viadimir Tschert- 
koff, Count Tolstoi’s agent in England, 
has received alarming advices regarding 
the condition of the Russian reformer, 
who is in Crimea. : 
After improving in health Count Tol- 
stoi suffered a relapse, which has caus- 

ed serious anxiety. 
He is suffering from heart failuré and 
inflammation of the lungs. 


HINDOO TWINS CUT APART. 


Joined Like Siamese Twins—Their 
Condition Is Favorable. 

Paris, February 10.—The condition of 
the Hindoo twins, Radica and Dordica, 
who were united after the manner of the 
Siamese twins, and who were separated 
yesterday afternoon by Dr. Doyen, was 
no worse today. They have been sleep- 
ing quietly side by side, watched by the 
Sisters of Mercy. The children are terri- 
bly emaciated, due to tubercolosis. They 
have been nourished since the operation 
with champagne, rum and tea. 

Dr. Doyen, who is one of the first sur- 
geons in Paris, cannot answer for the life 
of either of the twins. He took great 
pains to have all the details of the opera- 
tion clearly recorded by a living picture 
machine. The doctors asked aiously how 
much time was left before the films would 
be exhausted. The children were twenty 
minutes under chloroform, but the actual 
operation lasted only ten minutes. 


NOT TO FORTIFY WEI HAI WEI. 


Britain Will Withdraw Troops and 

Hold Place as Colony. 

London, February 10.—In the house of 
con.mons today jhe war secretary con- 
firmed the report that the government 
had decided to withdraw the British 
troops at Wei Hai Wei, and to proceed 
no further with buliding fortifications at 
that place. The place will be held as a 
colony. 

Lord Onslow said the government had 
no intention of giving up so valuable a 
colony as Wei Hai Wei. It was extreme- 
ly useful as a small arms store, for gun- 
nery practice, and as a sanitarium. The 
naval and military officials there had ey- 
ery reason to believe Wel Hai We would 
become increasinB@ly useful and valuable. 

The’ Chinese regime at Wei Hai Wel, 
Lord Onslow added, would gradually be 
disbanded. It had been found that the 
position could only be fortified at a great 
expense. The colonial office took over 
the administration of the place January 
1. The rumors that Wei Hai Wei would 
be returned to China or handed over to 
any other power were entirely unfound- 
ed. The decision had been reached from 
the view point of naval strategy and there 
had been.an extrag@dinary consensus of 
naval opinion in favor of tbg course 
adopted. 


STIRRED BY ARMY SCANDAL. 


Crowds Attend Debate in the House 
of Loras. 


London, February 11.—The greatest in- 
terest was manifested in the debate on 
the meat contracts in the house of lords. 
There was a large attendance of peer- 
esses’ and many prominent members of 
the house of commons were present. 

In spite of the government's assurances 
for the future, the belief prevails in po- 
litical circles that the coid storage com- 
pany will be shown to have made profits 
amounting to £1,000,000 out of the first 
meat contract and that the new contract 
would effect a saving of £700,000, provid- 
ing fresh meat to be sold at 84d and 
frozen meat at 5%d per pound. 

The critics of the government claimed 
that even these prices were much too 
high.

Raleigh, N. C., February 10.—(Special.) 
J. H. Gorham, ex-law agent of the South- 
ern railway, received an acquittal in his 
trial at Statesville on the charge of tam- 
pering with a juror in a case for dam- 
ages.

Tuscaloosa, Ala., February: 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Lee Myer, a Tuscaloosa merchant, 
had a very unpleasant experience with his 
telephone last night. About 10 o'clock 
the telephone began ringing continuously, 
and when he took the receiver in his 
hand he received a severe shock, blister- 
ing his hand badly. It is thought that 
the telephone wire was crossed by the 
electric light wire.

Success of the Rebel Ship Has Caused 
a Panic at 
Caracas. 


Willemstad, Island of Curacao, Febru- 
ary 10.—Cannonading has been heard here 
from early morning in the direction of the 
Veneztelan coast. It is believed that the 
Libertador has been engaged with a Ven- 
ezuelan gunboat. 

General Andrade, the former president 
of Venezuela, who reached this island 
recertiy and embarked on board the rev- 
olutionary steamer Libertador during the 
night of February 7-8. The Libertador 
some days ago landed a force of insur- 
gents on the Venezuelan coast and they 
sibsequently took possession of the vil- 
lage of Cumarebo, situated. near Lavela 
de Goro. The Venezuelan gunboat, Gen- 
eral Crespo, which attempted to prevent 
the landing, was fired. upon and badly 
damaged by the Libertador. 

The success of the Libertador has caus- 
ed a sensation at Caracas, where great 
commotian prevails. The news received 
there from the interior of Venezuela is 
not favorable to the government. It is 
announced that the insurgents are very 
active, especially in the vicinity of Bara- 
quisimeto. .The révolution is gaining 
ground visibly.

GERMANY LANDS ON BRITAIN. 


Another Chapter in Proposed Inter- 
vention in Favor of Spain. 

Berlin, February 10.—The official North 
German Gazette this evefifig joins in the 
controversy regarding the attitude of the 
several powers previous to the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American war. It says 
Lord Pauncefote’s speech of April 14, 1898, 
to send a collective note to the govern- 
ment of the United States declaring 
American intervention (in Cuba) to be 
unjustifiable is a historical fact, and The 
Gazette proceeds to characterize as ab- 
surd the “attempt now being made to 
obscure and dispute an event which did 
not only occur in the presence of the 
representatives of the powers, but on 
which the representatives of all the pow- 
ers at Washington, after reaching an 
agreement, reported to their respective 
govermments April 14, 1898, simultaneons- 
ly and identically.” 

The German official declaration in The 
North German Gazette is a direct conse- 
quence of the incredulity expressed by 
American and English newspapers fre- 
garding the disclosures from here of the 
action of Lord Pauncefote of April 14. 
1898. If this declaration is replied to by 
Great Britain the documents relating to 
the matter will undoubtedly be pubh- 
lished.

WHITE SUFFRAGE 
IN SISTER STATE 


Many Alabama Negroes Fail to Pay 
. Poll Tax. 


ENTIRE VOTE IS WEAKENED 


Of 139,000 White Voters Subject to 
the Tax, 42,000 Failed To Pay. 
-Elimination of the Blacks 
Was Almost Com- 
plete. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The number of white men who have 
been eliminated from the _ electorate 
through failure to pay the poll tax of 
$1.50 exceeds the utmost hopes of those 
who wished a smaller voting strength and 
almost equals the fears of those who did 
not desire that any white man should get 
left out under the new constitution. The 
election comes next November. The time 
for paying taxes was up on February 1. 
The need for a vote was ,too far off to 
excite a willingness to pay for the privi- 
lege. 

The number of those who are liable as 
being between 21 and 45 years of age, is 
60 per cent of the whole. Most of the 
ecounfies have now been heard from and 
the indifference seems to have been uni- 
versal. The white counties have been 
as derelict as the black belt, and per- 
haps a little more so. 

In Montgomery, a black county, only 
three hundred and fifty of those liable 
failed to pay, which is a little over 10 per 
cent. me 

In Dallas, a black county, where only 
1,449 whites are liable, only 850 paid, more 
than 40 per cent being shut out. 

Mobile Result Surprising. 

Mobile presents the most surprising re- 
sult. In that county the white voting 
strength is 9,378 and 5,626 are within the 
age. About 2,400 paid the tax. Allowing 
800 exemptions for military and other du- 
ties, which is liberal, the number shut 
out is still more than 50 per cent. 

In Pickens, a black county, 
than 40 per cent kept their money. 

In Jefferson, of those liable to pay, 4 
per cent fell short. 

In Calhoun, where Anniston is located, 
the shortage is 40 per cent. 

In Geneva, one of the whitest counties 
in the state, 40 per cent fabled to pay. 

In Conecuh, a typical small white pop- 
ulist county, the shortage is 35 per cent. 

In Baldwin, adjoining Mobile, over 50 
per cent failed to pay. 

In Lawrence, a white republican county, 
as a rule, 35 per cent were eliminated. 

In Butler, the home of ex-Congress- 
man Stallings, who led the fight against 
the constitution, the shortage is 30 per 
cent. 

In Walker, the typical mining county, 
30 per cent were left out. 

In Barbour, Governor’ Jelks’ 
county, 25 per cent failed to pay. 

The shortage in Coffee was 30 per cent, 
in Lauderdale 30, in Tuscaloosa 30, in 
Limestone 15, in Cullman 20, in Lee 30. 

Highest Failure Percents. 

The highest percentages of failure to 
pay were in Mobile and Baldwin, white 
counties, while the typical black county 
of Dallas comes next with over 40. The 
average elimination of white voters in 
the whole state as shown by the nine- 
teen counties given in detail above, is be- 
tween 30 and 35 per cent of those in the 
poll tax age. 

The total number of white males of vot- 
ing age is 232,294. Of these 139,000 were 
subject to the poll tax, and of them 42,000 
failed to pay and dropped out of the elec- 
torate. They can reinstate themselves 
next year by paying $38 and the year after 
by paving $4.50 and so on. 

The climination of the blacks under 45 
years of age was almost complete. In 
Mobile the percentage was about 70, which 
was the lowest in the state. In no other 
county was it as low as 80 per cent, and 
the general average can be put some- 
where between 90 and 9%. This, however, 
is not a matter of much consequence, as 
the registrars will shut out a large part 
of those who did pay. 

At the next election the electorate will 
be white within 5 per cent.

Senator Hanna is one of the most 
singular and magnetic of the products 
of the last lustrum of the nineteenth 
century. Quietly, almost obscurely, 
he grappled the problem of producing 
dollars and succeeded so well that al- 
most before his neighbors realized i? 
he had climbed onto the seven-figure 
perch of fortune. After that things 
came his way without much effort on 
his part and he is now an eight-figure 
power in the world of trade and 
finance. But if that had been all of 
the story it would not have beén very 
remarkable. 

The campaign of 1896 brought Han- 
na before the nation as the backer of 
the McKinley boom and aftérwards 
as the chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee. He conducted that 
national” contest on-lines that were 
novel in methods and appalling in the 
employment of limitless money. The 
audacity and success of his work 
amazed the nation. McKinley was 
elected and Hanna next appeared as a 
United States senator from Ohio. 
Again he nominated and elected Mc- 
Kinley. Then camé the terrible obscu- 
ration of the assassination of the pres- 
ident and the advent of Roosevelt. 
Everybody seemed to think that those 
events would close the career of 
Hanna. 

Senator Foraker, his colleague, evi- 
dently thought so and set barbed wire 
across the Ohio highway io down him, 
but Senator Hanna metaphorically 
mopped the earth with the Foraker 
outfit ard used their barbed wire to 
fence in a rabbit warren. He went 
back to Washington to find the atmos- 
phere around the white house less 
frosty than it has been and now he is 
even more in evidence as a national 
republican factor than ever. 

His recent feast. therefore, is look- 

- ed upon as his leading card in the 
game for the party leadership in 1904, 
It is not concealed by that element of 
the party that is not hot-footed for 
Roosevelt’s renomination that their 
hope is in Hanna.

that an intimate acquaintance with 
ancient history, purchased at the ex: 
pense of an up-to-date knowledge of 
the world in which we live, is pur- 
chased at very heavy cost. As we 
possess no definite information to the 
contrary, we are ready to concede that 
the schools of the present day are 
very great improvements upon those 
of twenty-five years ago, but we ven- 
ture to say that even now in many» 
parts of the country the attention 
which is given to the study of currént 
events is comparatively meager and 
the boys and girls who are coming up 
know much ‘less about Santiago and 
Manila and Marconi and Hdison than 
about Marathon and Thermopylae and 
Plato and Socrates. True, the news- 
papers of the country have been great 
agents for disseminating intelligence 
concerning the evgpts of the day, but 
the newspapers should not be allowed 
to usurp the prerogative which §be- 
longs to the schoolroom. They are all 
right as adjuncts, but not as substi- 
tutes. 

Teachers who apply for positions in 
our public schools at the present day 
should be required to give satisfactory 
et of their acquaintance with 

ontemporareous events as well as of 
their knowledge of things supposed to 
have happened ages ago, and if they 
are not able to stand an examination 
designed to test their familiarity with 
the great world movements they 
should not be given places in our sys- 
tem of public instruction. This advice 
is not intended for the benefit of our 
progressive schools which are keeping 
abreast of the times, but is intended 
for those which are lagging behind; 
and since the latter are much more 
numerous than the former there is 
nothing inappropriate in taking the 
community at large in our confidence 
in thus speaking of one of the most 
urgent needs of the day along educa- 
tional lines.

‘Down in Wilkesbarre, Pa., next Tues- 
day will be celebrated the centennial of 
a discovery which had a decisive influ- 
ence on Americaa, histéry..,Jesse Fell, 
who had just made the experiment for 
himself, gathered many of the prominent 
people of Wilkesbarre at his house on 
February M1, 1802, te show them that the 
‘black rocks,!: which were rather: pienit- 
Tul on and néar the surface of the’ ground 
in that locality, and which were deemed 
to be a detriment to the land wnerever 
found, would make an excellent fuel. His 
visitors were skeptical, but they were not 
the first persons who, Goming to scoff, re- 
mained to pray. The ‘black rocks’ piled 
in Jesse Fell’s grate did burn. 

“The United States has had many cen- 
tennials since the one held at Concord 
and Lexington in 1875, but scarcely any of 
them deserved observance more than does 
the one which is to be commemorated 
in a modest way in the little city of 
Wilkesbarre next Tuesday, Unknown to 
the world, there was in that section of 
Pennsylvania vast deposits of a mineral 
which was destined to bring greater 
wealth to the United States than Mexti- 
co’s and Peru's mines of gofd and silver 
brought to the G@pain of Charles V and 
Philip II. Some bituminous coal had been 
mined at’ several points in the United 
States long before that date. Anthracite 
coal, too, had been found years earlier 
than that, and tradition: of a later day. 
coupled with something whtch was deemed 
more reliable than tradition. had it that 
some anthractte was burned before that 
time, but at that little place on the Sus- 
quehanna and on that winter day of 1802, 
anthracite’s merits may be said tw have 
been first formally made known. 

“Coal production in the United States 
has grown from a point close to zero one 
hundred years ago to 3.500.000 tons in 1850 
and to 270.000.000 tons in 191, a larger total 
than marks the output of any other coun- 
fry jn the world. Manv veare ago the 
Inited States passed England in the 
amount of its manufactures in the aggre- 
gate, as ‘t did in 1909 in the total of its 
eoal output.

IN FINANCIAL LAWS ©

ASHINGTON, February 

(Special.)\—Because the republic- 

ans have too many financiers in 
the senate and house is given, by shrewd 
observers, as the reason why there is no 
ifkeiinood of currency reform legisiaétion 
by this congress. 

The financial doctors have been doing 
& great deal of talking concerning the 
necessity for changes in the present ecur- 
rency laws. Mr. Hill, of Connectteut. of 
the committee in the house on banking 
and currency, has been pretty active in 
agitating some changes in the present 
laws and has gotten into the newspapers * 
in connection with his agitation. Other 
members of the committee, and a few 
congressmen out of it, have had a good 
deal to say about the necessity in the 
Same lines, and the number of bills 
which have been introduced bearing. upon 
different .phases of the subject rung up 
in the twenties. . 

At the same time outside influences 
have been quite active. Though the ef- 
forts on this line have been overshad- 
Owed by discussion of other legislation 
which is more prominent in the thoughts 
of the people, an active campaign is be- 
ing made by the men who were promi- 
nent in what was known as the Indian- 
apolis monetary conference for changes 
calculated to meet the ideas of financial 
experts. 


A Financial Dinner. 

In this connection an interesting story 
is told by a prominent New England sen- 
ator concerning a dinner at the Metrogoli- 
tan Club given, a few evenings since, 
by Speaker Henderson in honor of A. B. 
Stickney, who ig president of the Chicago 
and Great Western railroad and a well- 
known leader in financial subjects. This 
dinner was supposed to be simply a: pri- 
vate affair with no significance attached, 
but it is now said that the inspiration 
back of it was Hugh Hanna, of Indian- 
apolis, who has, during the past three 
or four yéars; come to the front as an 
active agitator upon certain lines of 
currency reform. The new secretary of 
the treasury was one of the guests, and 
among the others were /men in the senate 
and the house who are recognized, hoth 
because of the committee positions they 
hold and because. of their individual opin- 
ions, as particularly associated with 
banking and currency matters. Senator 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, was one of 
these and among the others were such 
men as Representatives Fowler, of New 
Jersey; Hill, of Connecticut: Southard, of 
Ohio; Dalzell. of Pennsylvania: Over- 
street, of Indiana; Grosvenor, of Ohio; 
Payne, of New York: Babcock, of Wis- 
consin; Cannon, of Illinois; Hepburn. of 
Iowa, and others of more. or less irmzgyr- 
tance. With such a gathering a digtus- 
sion of currency and banking matters 
was, of course, inevitable. Indeed there 
canbe no question that the purpose of 
the dinner was to bring about such dis- 
cussion, 


Secretary Shaw a Speaker. 


Secretary of the Treasury Shaw was 
One of these speakers. In commenting 
upon Mr. Stickney’s plan for a combina- 
tion of banks with one great centra}) bank 
Operated for the purpose of promoting 
the elasticity through mutual] business 
arrangements, Secretary Shaw announced 
that he had made an important discovery... : 
This, as it has been outlined to me by 
one who was present, is that the funds 
in the United States treasury can be 
placed on deposit in banks upon security 
other than government bonds. My in- 
formant says the secretary dwelt upon 
this at some length, and that by so do- 
ing he did not make a particularly good 
impression upon this crowd of financtal 
experts, most of whom assert that the 
secretary's discovery is no discovery at 
all, but has been known to financiers for 
many years. 

Whether it fs a discovery or not, 
fact is that these experts have on 
quiet indulged in some criticism of the 
new secretary On the ground that in an- 
nouncing it as such he made a had 
break. However, when the new secretary 
comes to know these financial experts as 
well as they are known in Washington, 
he will not allow himself to be worried at 
all over their criticisms. 


Not Enthusiastically Received. 


Other speakers took part in the discus- 
sion over financial matters, Mr. Hanna— 
he of Indianapolis—consuming most of 
the time. He had many changes in the 
present laws to suggest. Others, it is 
said, had less to say and were less gure 
that they knew everything that is to be 
known about finance. 

The speaking. so I am told, was 
brought to an end by the man who prob- 
ably knows more about practical finance 
than any man in congress, and that ts 
Senator Aldrich. The senator did not 
have very much to say, but commenced 
by telling a story. A famous man. he 
said, once gave a friend of his a bit of 
advice which he himself had: always 
found to be worth following, This was 
to the effect that there are three subjects 
which a man should not discuss and in 
which he should not allow himself to be- 


the 
the 


come greatly interested. Men who do tn- 


dulge in thinking about these subjects 
and in talking about them too much are, 
gaid the man from whom the senator 
quoted, almost certain to go crazy! One 
of these is theology, the other spiritual- 
ism and the third finance. 

In view of the fact that each of these 
financial experts thinks every other ex- 
pert a crank, this little story from the 
Rhode Island senator acted as something 
of a dampener upon the enthusiasm of 
those present. Each fellow wondered 
which one of ‘his fellows, or how many 
of the others, had been meant by the 
Rhode Island senator.

DIFFICULTY TOOK PLACE 
IN DENTAL COLLEGE 


Granade Claims He Acted in ,Self- 
Defense—Pope Stated He Wis 
Stabbed Without Any Prov- 
ocation — Pope Died 
Last Night. 


As the resuJt of a quarrel whieh oc- 
curred Saturday night, and which was re- 
newed yesterday morning, W.*Jesse Pope 
died at the hospital ‘last night at 10.30 
o'clock from a_ knife stab near the 
heart, and T. J. Granade is held at 
the police barracks to answer for young 
Pope's death. EST 

The difficuity tock place in the clinic 
room of the Atlanta Dental college, on 
Mafletta street, yesterday morning at 9730 
o'clock, and was witnessed by a number 
of students and patients. 

Both young men were dental students. 
Granade lives in Washington county, 
Alabama, and Pope is a son of J. C. Pope, 
of Americus, Ga. 

The young men met in the center of a 
large room which is used for clinic classes. 
Granade called Pope to one side, and, al- 
though the room was crowded, no one 
stood very near them. There was a scuf- 
fle for a few secords, and Pope staggered 
to one sice with his hand pressed over his 
heart. Fellow students carried him to the 
parlor and the Grady hospital ambulance 
was telephoned for. 

Before he was removed to the hospital, 
Pope made a statement abgit how the 
difficulty occurred. : 

Granade made a statement to the offi- 
cers When first arrested, but declined to 
speak of the affair afterwards, acting un- 
der the advice of his attorney, Colone] 
Albert Cox. : 

It was quickly seen at the hospital that 
Pope was in a dying condition. The knife 
had entered the left breast, a few inches 
beiow the heart, and had penetrated the 
stomach and lung. 

How Difficulty Started. 

From afl the facts which could be gath- 
ered, it seems that Granade and Pope 
were df the Coiumbia theater Saturday 
night. Qut were not together. It is 
thought Granade must have been there 
wit a young lady, but the evidence on 
this point is not positive. Sunday Granade 
learned of a remark which Pope is said 
to have made about him and -the young 
lady. 

Yesterday morning the dental students 
collected at the college, and nearly two 
hundred young men were in the clinic 
room. Pope went into a place wired off 
in the center of the room, and as he 
stepped out Granade accosted him. The 
fight quickly followed. 

On one point both participants § are 
egreed, and that is, no words were pass- 
ed Between the two men after Granade 
called Pope to one side. 

When Pope was lying on the floor in the 
dental parlor he made substantially the 
following statement to friends who stood 


about him: 

‘Il was expecting no difficulty with 
Granade. He accosted me and said he 
wanied to spehk to me. AS we withdrew 
from the crowd i saw him pull out a 
knite from his side coat pocket. It must 
have aiready been open, as he did not 
have time to open it after I] saw him. As 
1 saw the knite being raised 1 struck at 
him, and he at the same time stabbed 
me. 1 do not Know of anything I said 
about him which could have given 
vifense.”’ 

Statement by Granade. 

When arrested Granade stated to the 
officers that he used the knife in self- 
ucfense. 

**] stopped Pope to speak to him,” he 
said, ‘‘and as we stepped aside he struck 
me with something he held in his hand. 
lt looked like a pair of brass knucks. As 
he did so i drew my knife and used it ip 
self-defense. 1 am sorry I had to do it, 
but a Man must act to. save his own life. 
No words passed botween us after we 


‘stepped aside.” 


Granade states that he was barely ac- 
quainted with Pope. 

“I am a junior,” he stated, ‘“‘and Pope 
is a senior. I only knew him slightly.’’ 

When seen last night by a-reporter of 
The Constitution, Granade declined to 
make any further statement, as his ‘t- 
torney” had advised him to say nothing 
about the case. There was a  pbrulsed 
place on hfs temple. 

- No Witnesses Found. 

No student could be found who ad- 
mitted he knew arf¥thing about the diffi- 
culty. Several who were standing near 
The two young men said they heard no 
words, and they did not believe any 
words were exchanged, 

After the stabbing, Granade left the 
dental college and went to his boerding 
house, 102 Ivy street, where he was 
found later by Officer Dobbins and 
placed under arrest. 

Pope had been in the dental college 


‘three years, and would have graduated 


this year. He was boarding at the Tal- 
madge house, No. 37 Walton street. 
Granade was in the college two years. 

Pope's body will be taken this morning 
to Griffin, Ga., for interment. Before 
the body is taken from the city, however. 
an inquest will be held by the coroner at 
Miller & Bowden's undertaksng establish- 
ment.

Duncan, who wag shot by his wife Satur- 
day night, was slightly improved last 
night, but the physicians would hold out 
no hope for his recovery. Yesterday 
morning he appeafed to be conscious at 
times and in the afternoon he talked to 
Sergeant Moon, who called to see him. 

The patient’s eyes were bandaged, and 
if he should recover ®% is believed he may 
lose his eyesight. 

The wound, stated the physicians, is of 
such @ nature that it may be several days 
hefore it can be ascertained for certain 
whether he hag any chance to recover. 
The ball is lodged somewhere in the head 
and wery near the brain. If death does 
not result from the injury made by the 
ball, there is still danger from meningitis. 

Duncan's father and brother arrived in 
the city yesterc™; morning from Gwin- 
nett county and are at his bedside. 

Mrs. Duncan is in a highly nervous con- 
dition. She became so ill yesterday that 
a physician was summoned. The excite- 
ment causéd fever and a severe nervous 
depression. 

Claude Duncan, who occupies a cell in 
the state ward, asks every one who goes 
near him about his father's condition. He 
is also anxious to know how Mrs. Dune 
can igs getting along. 

The detectives state there were no new 
developments in the case yesterday. They 
stick to the theory that Duncan was not 
drunk and that Claude fired the shot. 

When Sergeant Moon called to see Dun- 
can yesterday he spoke to him and asked 
if he knew who was talking to him. The 
reply was: ‘“‘Yes.’’ 

The sergeant asked Duncan if he could 
give an account of the shooting. The 
patient hesitated and shook his head. 

‘Maybe you would rather wait unt!fl you 
feel better?’’ remarked the sergeant. 

Duncan again nodded his head and the 
sergeant desisted from further question- 
ing. 

Duncan may live for days or he is liable 
to die at any time from a sudden collapse. 


THE WITHAM-McCRARY CASE. 


President Witham’s Name Not Speci- 
fied in the Allegation. 

In an article in The Constitution of last 
Saturday in reference to the suit of J. B. 
McCrary against W. S. Witham, recently 
filed in Tennille, it was stated ‘‘that the 
allegation made in the suit is that Mr. 
Witham took certain stock from the pri- 
vate drawer of Mr. McCrary during the 
latter’s recent illness, and he has filed an 
injunction seeking to restrain him from 
disposing of the stock.’’ 

A copy of the suit filed against Mr. 
Witham in this case shows that his name 
was not used. The allegation of the bill is 
that the five shares of East Atlanta Land 
Company's stock in question were thé in- 
dividual property of J. B. McCrary. and 
that they were placed by him for safe 
keeping with the said J. A. McCrary, 
cashier of the bank, and that ‘‘some one 
of the officers of the bank opened the 
private drawer of McCrary without au- 
thority and took the said stock there- 
from and that the bank is seeking to sell 
it for an indebtedness claimed to be due 
to itsclf.”’ 

This is one of the matters in dispute in 
the litigation. The bank claims that these 
shares of stock along with other securi- 
ties in possession of the bank stand 
pledged for the payment of the debt due 
to it by Moore & McCrary. 

The Constitution has no desire to do Mr 
Witham an injustice or to prejudice either 
of the parties in this litigation. 

It is a matter to be decided by the court 
whether J. B. McCrary has a right to 
withdraw this stock from the securities 
which are pledged to the payment of the 
debt of Moore & MbrCrary, or whether 
the bank has a right to appropriate it to 
that debt. The matter hhas been left to 
the court to determine.

Last night Commissioner Jones made 
a motion to reinstate Policeman Aren- 
dall, who was dismissed several months 
ago. 

Commissioner Brotherton moved to re- 
instate Frark Whitley and to put him 
on the regular force.

BAFFLES THE DETECTIVES 


AYMASTER STEVENS’ oss in 
p November last of nearly $5,000 is yet 
an unsolved problem, notwiths and- 
ing the fact that the paymaster’s porter, 
a negro who had been in the government 
service for nearly twenty years, is now 
safely confined in a cell in the Fulton 
county jail. 

The best detectives of the country, men 
who have always been able to work out 
al) kinds of tangles in which the nation- 
al government was interested, have tried 
their hands on this case and have so far 
not been able to make a showing.. The 
best local deteétives in the south have 
had a finger in the, g@amé, and they, too, 


believed shave thrown up tbBélr. hands after hard 


work. Private agencies from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific have been called upon 
for their star men, and these have gone 
home without being able to solve the 
mysterious loss. 

All that hag been ascertained so far, be- 
yond a doubt, is that $4,769 were taken 
from Paymaster Stevens’ satchel in No- 
vember last, and that James H. Alex- 
ander, a negro, who had* been in the 
service of the govérnment for nearly 
twenty years, was arresied and is now 
being confined in a jail cell. 

Paymaster Stevens was given $4,769 to 
be distributed among the soldiers at Fort 
Barancas, Fla. On the night he was to 
have left Atlanta he and his clerk start- 
ed to the depot. A satchel containing the 
money was given to Alexander. He was 
instructed to meet the paymaster and his 
clerk at the union depot. Paymaster Stev- 
ens and hjs clerk were there, but the ne- 
gro could not be found. The train pulled

no use going to the post without the mon- 
ey. .They started back to the office and 
at the end of the shed encountered Alex- 
ander with the satehel. The negro had 
been waitiing at thegpoint indicated, as he 
said, for the paymaster. Paymaster Stev- 
ens took the negro at his word, and with 
his clerk returned to his office, where the 
satchel was placed in a vault. Early 
the -next morning Paymaster Sievens, 
with his clerk, started out on the de- 
layed trip. The satchel was carried to the 
depot. The officials started on their trip 
south, earrying with them the satchel 
into which the paymaster had placed the 
money. Between Atlanta and Pensacola 
dinner was served and the paymaster and 
his clerk went ousmio eat. When Pay- 
master Stevens reached Pensacola and 
opened the satchel the money was gone. 
Then the search was commenced for the 
lost treasure. The records at the treas- 
ury department showed that $2,280 of the 
missing money was in 5s of the new issue, 
$1.00 was in new 10s; that $800 was in new 
ls, and that $189 was in old Is and 2s, 
The series of the 5s and 10s with the let- 
ters on them were given. 

The groundwork for detective experience 
was furnished, but nothing could be se- 
cured. The negro porter’s long service 
had given him a good name, and the crime 
hunters were at sea. 

Last month Alexander astonished those 
with whom he had worked for so many 
years by surrendering a package con- 
taining $2,755, with the declaration that 
he had, found it in “this box. where it had 
been slipped by some one.” It was not 
long after this that Alexander’s arrest 
followed. 

The investigation may come up any 
week.

R. HENRY VAN DYKE, of Prince- 
ton cohMege, delivered an interesting 


[) lecture on ‘“‘Tennyson as Poet and 


Teacher’ before a largq audience at the 
Grand opera house last night. 

Dr. Van Dyke was introduced to his 
hearers as a “lecturer, teacher and 
preacher” and as pastor of the “Old Brick 
church’’ in New York. 

The speaker endeavored to impress on 
his audience the importance, in studying 
Tennyson's character, in the fact that 
he devoted his entire life’s energies to 
writing poetry. He wrote poetry and noth- 
ing but poetry; neWhert no line of prosc 
behind him for ‘“‘literary ghouls’’ to make 
ecandal of. . 

“Three words,’’ said the lecturer, ‘‘arc 
expressive of the bulk of Lord Tenny- 
son's poetry—beauty, symmetry, harmony. 
These qualities made him the master of 
his contemporaries. He was absolute 
master of the art of ¢xpression.”’ 

The speaker drew a comparison  be- 
tween Tennyson and Tithan. He said that 
as Titian had been the master of colors, 


even in his old age, so had Tennyson 
been the master of poetry. They were 
both wonderful in their technical perfec- 
tion. “Tennyson,” said Dr. Van Dykc, 
‘practiced on language as a great planist 
practices on his instrument.”’ 

Shortly before he concluded Dr. Van 
Dyke recited ‘The Child's Hospital,” one 
ot ‘Tennyson's most melancholy poems. 
His delivery was excellent, although some 
xf his pauses were rather too long, and 
at the end of the poem handkefchiefs 
were very much in evidence among the 
women in the audience and many of the 
men were visibly affected. 

Dr. Van Dyke recited Tennyson's poem, 
“England and <Amertca in 1872,"" which 
was written for The New York Ledger 
some years ago, and for which that paper 
is said to have paid $5,000. He said that 
about a month before Tennyson's death 
he was with him in England and the 
poet read to him the “Ode On the Death 
of Wellington.”’ 

Although Dr. Van Dyke was suffering 


from a slight cold, he had~perfect com-

London, February 10.—Thhe under secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, Lord Cranborne, 
informed the house of commons today 
that American, German and British 
claims in Samoa were now before King 
Oscar. of Sweden and Norway, for arbi- 
tration. 

The counter cases, which must be pre- 
sented before March 1, are now in course 
of preparation. It did not appear, Lord 
Cranborne said, that any proposal had 
been made by either Germany or the 
United States to include in the scope of 
the arbitration the claims of Samoan na- 
tives.

Burnett's ght stand, 


JOHN C. REED REVIEWS 
STREET RAILWAY DEAL 


OUNCILMAN JOHN C. REED, who 

was chairman of the street railway 

committee o1 the council of 1901, ard 
who was a member of the committee thai 
recently brought about an agreement by 
which the public utility corporations of 
Atianta were consolidated, makes a state- 
ment concerning his views on the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Reed played a conspicuous part 
in the negotiations leading up to the set- 
tiement, and what he has to say is of con- 
siderable interest. % 

Mr. Reed's statement. follows: 

‘IT was one of Captain Howell's com- 
mittee of four a'dermen and seven coun- 
cilmen which reported the ordinance just 
passed prescribing the terms upon which 
the two street railroads, the two electric 
lignt and steam héat companies ‘are ai- 
lowed to consolidate. If the franchises 
had not already been granted, or if they 
had been about tc expire, the case would 
have been far different. For then the 
city could have acted with a free hand; 
and I would have stood for twenty-year 
franchises or shorter, either 3-cent fares 
or a much larger percentagg of gross re- 
ceipts as part compensation for the use 
of our streets, besides frequent schedules, 
maximum rates for electric current, and 
other regulations making service more 
convenient and cheap. But the city had 
recklessly granted away forty and forty- 
eight years strect railroad franchises for 
no consideration except the paving re- 
quirement, and so our task was like at- 
tempting to raise a wreck, deeply sunk, 
and imbedded among irremovable obstruc- 
tions. It was out of the question to 
recover al] of it, or even a very consider- 
able portion. TI assert that we did fish 
up much more than TI hoped for at the out- 
set. 

“As our charter permits only a smal! 
ozcupation tax, it was the purpose of 
many citizens that an amendment author- 
izing a mucn larger one be applied for. 
But the influences which defeated us in 
the last legislature might be as strong 
in the next: and if we had succeeded 
against them the amendment would have 


| had to run the gantlet of -the “courts, 


which show the public service corpora- 
tions great favor. We did better than 
rescrt to this uncertain expedient. By our 
s2ttfement the old saw is contradicted, 
and we actually get birds 
in the bush—yea, more 
than that—for the one only which 
we had in hand. The gist of the 
seitlement is that the five corporations 
consolidate upon payment of a percent- 
age of their gross receipts, which will be 
at first at least, $11,000 annually, and much 
later—this percentage which will

yield thousands being received by us in 


lieu of the occupation .ax which is lim- 
ited to $200 a year—that is, $1,000 in all for 
the five corporations. We commence by 
getting $11,000 in place of a possible $1,000 
a year. After three years we get at least 
$22,000 a year, and after twenty years at 
least $33,000. And it “is probable that in- 
creased receipts will largely augment the 
amount of these percentages. 
Privileges Granted Companies. 

“The privileges granted the consoli- 
dating companies such as doubling tracks, 
laying switches and turnouts and extend- 
ing the underground works of the light 
and heat companies are only such im- 
provements as are necessary to enable the 
companies to render adequate service. 

“The right to carry freight, but not an 
unlimited right, is granted the railroads. 
The right is always subject to such rea- 
sonable rules as the city may prescribe. I 
was at first strongly opposed to giving 
them any power at all to haul freight. 
But it was shown that parcels and pack- 
ages had been hauled by them for years 
to the great convenience of the public;

Mr. Gar- 
rett wanted almost unlimited right of 
condemnation reserved to the city, and 
he got the modified condemnation as it 
now stands, which is almost as good.

Beck got a sliding scale of percentages, 
though not exactly what he proposed. Mr. 
Woodward got in his work protecting the 


city’s right to erect its own lighting plants 


And the chairman, Mr. Key, ended their 
conflict over the proposal to limit the ad 
valorem assessment by materially raising 
the percentages. Many other good things 


were done by other members, such as the

teil. . 
“In sounding the members, the chair- 
man at first appeared to antagonize near- 
ly all of us. But in due time, by com- 
mitting himself to the current, he 
brought all of us to unanimity. I be- 
lieve that the happy result reached is due 
more to him than to any other member. 
“It will be great injustice not to men- 
tion the services of Hon. James L. May- 
son, the city attorney, and of Hon. W. 
P. Hill, the assistant city attorney. 
They were at our elbows all through the 
deliberations, making timely suggestions 
and doing with skill and energy the many 
things required by us of them. The fi- 
delity and vigilance with which they 
kept watch over the rights of the city 
were praiseworthy in the highest degree. 


Cause for Congratulation. 


“Omitting myself, of course, I think the 
city has great cause of self-gratulation in 
the ability, diligence, honesty and har- 
monizing spirit of the members of the 
committee. 
the gigantic bribes which some of the 
St. Louis councilmen would have taken 
a few days ago from the street railroad 
had it not been for premature detection, 
and rightly estimate by comparison the 
average character of the present members 
of the city council. 

“Other benefits than those meutioned 
have been secured. The union of the two 
railroads into one system with transfers 
over the whole will greatly add to the 
convenience of the traveling public. The 
advantage of ending the demoralizing 
turmoil which has disquieted our city 
for the last two or three years is al- 
most incalculable. The roads are now 
given a good opportunity’ of perfecting 
their service and our hands are not tied 
in such important interests as a just,ad 
valorem assessment of the properties 
of these compantes, policing them, and 
obtaining a legislative commission’ to 
regulate service, rates and fares. We 
retain the right to bring in other rail- 
road and lighting and power plants. And 
it ought not to be forgotten that we keep 
the paving obligation upon the roads. 

“In view of the happy consummation 
described above, it seems to me that our 
public-spirited mayor, who, more than 
any other, has taught Atlanta the val- 
ue of franchises, Councilman Kontz, 
whose gallantry in all the fight for the 
people since the commencement, of last 
year has been conspicuous, Alderman 
Welch, who has always stood in the 
same fight with the foremost, Mr. Hoke 
Smith, our most ,eminent citizen, ever 
ready to serve the public at the cost 
of any personal sacrifice, Judge Hfill- 
yer, a brave and honored comrade in 
arms of mine in Tige’s famous brigade, 
whose military and civil record shows 
him to be made entirely of the stuff 
which serves the public faitnfully in 
every place, and my valued friend and 
former law partner, Captain James F. 
O'Neill, a champion of the people, true 
as the truest, it seems to me; I Say, 
that these men, each of whom has of 
lati® done great things in arousing the 
community to a proper sense of its 
rights, ought to be satitted with this 
adjustment. I think that they ought to 
rejoice that the strife is over and the 
people are .on top, and that, to para- 
phras> a line famous all over America, 
‘they should enjoy the fruits their valor 
won.’ I am confident their efforts creat- 
ed a public. opinion which served the 
committees both as a fulcrum and a 
lever to secure important reservations 
to the city in this settlement and mate- 
rially to mark up the percentages. 

A Favorable Forecast. 

“The longer the committee conferred 
the more prone to concession and com- 
promise the gentlemen representing the 
properties seesing consolidation  be- 
came, and ‘they showed also.an increas- 
ing estimate of the value to them of 
the good opinion of the city. Without 
intending invidiuos disparagement of 
those I do not mention it seemed to 
me that the behavior of Jack Spald- 
ing throughout was the very perfec- 
tion of a negotiatér between parties so 
far asunder as these were in interest and 
feeling. The friendliness of the city 
engendered by their conduct in this af- 
fair can be turned to good account by 
these gentlemen. If the new consoll- 
dated company will give the public 
reasonable accommodations, reasonable 
service and reasonable rates and fares, 
there will, in my judgment, be no dis- 
position on the part of Atlanta for a 
f2-w vears to raise radically the pres- 
ent assessment of their properties for 
ad valorem taxation. Of course, as we 
see from late events in Michigan. New 
York and Illinois, not to mention other 
instances, the trend is resistless toward 
assessing such properties at their sala- 
ble value, and the owners of these are 
wise enough to have taken this into 
their calculation. And they ought to 
see that they can greatly retard the 
increase of assessment by keeping the 
public in good humor with convenient 
schedules, good tracks, cars‘and accom- 
modations and reasonable charges. They 
have the means to do these things. In 
no other flourishing city of the size of 
Atlanta which I ean find in the Unit- 
ed States are the street railroad fran- 
chises as long and as unburdened as 
theirs, which really means that in no 
other such city_are these franchises of 
so great market value and earning ca- 
pacity, realizable in full before they ex- 
pire. sOHN.

CITY COURT IS 
IN QUESTION 


Can Supreme Court Entertain 
Appeals from It as 
Changed? 


QUERY PUT TO LAWYERS 


| BY JUSTICE LUMPKIN 


Many Important Questions Are In- 
volved—Supreme Court Cannot 
Review Cases Passed On 
by Juries of Less Than 
Twelve.

The question of 
supreme court to 
writs of error from 
Atlanta on direct appeal 
up in the supreme court @esterday quite 
unexpectedly. 

There has be@:n some discussion quiet- 
ly among the mefnbers of the bench and 
bar on this subsect for some time past, 
but the question has never been rais- 
ed in a legal contest and it was not 
brought up in that manner yesterday, 
but rather by a question put to the at- 
torneys by Presiding Justice Lumpkin, 
who asked their opinion with regard 
to , 
There are several important points in- 
volved in the question put by Justice 
Lumpkin, which is briefly this: 

+ “Has the supreme court jurisdiction 
of wri of errors from the city court 
of Atlanta?’ 

Answering offhand the Atlanta law- 
vers present to whom the question was 
addressed replied they thought it had. 
Since the constitution mentions the city 
court of Atlanta specifically they held 
that the legislature could make any 
changes in the court it might see fit, 
and the stipreme court would still, con- 
stitutionally and legally, have jurisdic- 
tion over its writs of errors. 

The question is an important one to 
the lawyers and litigants of Atlanta. 
A decision. to the effect that the su- 
preme court could not entertain such 
writs would mean that appeals would 
have to be made through certiorari to 
the superlorg court, going through an- 
other me2dium before they could reach 
the sapreme court. 

The only remedy, in the event of such 
a decision. short of a constitutional 
amendment, would be the restoration 
of the city court of Atlanta to its 
original status, that of a singie court, 
with both civil and criminal jurisdic- 
tion, making it just as it stood prior t® 
1895 when the law making the changes 
was p~assed. 

The lawyers will submit briefs on the 
Subject and it is probable the supreme 
court will take the matter up for con- 
sideration. , 

Changes in the Court. 

The constitution of 1877 makes specific 
reference to the city courts of Atlan- 
ta and Savannah in article 6, section 2, 


paragraph 5, as follows: 
court 


“The supreme shall have no 
Original jurisdiction, but shall Le a 
court alone for the trial and correction 
of errors from the superior courts an. 
from the city courts of Atlanta and 
Savannah and such other like courts 
as may ‘hereafter be established in other 
cities,”’ 

The question raised is: Does the con- 
stitution confime tht jurisdiction of the 
Supreme court to writs of error from 
superior courts and city courts like the 
city. courts of Atlanta at the time the 
constitution was adopted, or may that 
jurisdiction extend to any city courts 
the legislature may see fit to create? 

In 1895 the law was passed making 
material changes in the city court of At- 
lanta. At the time of the adoption 
of the constitution the city coum of 
Atlanta was a court of unlimited juris- 
diction in civil matters and had juris- 
diction of mis@emeanors on the criminal 
side. 

Now there are two divisions of the 
city court of Atlanta, ore of tiiém be- 
ing presided over by Judge Reid, and the 
other by Judge Calhoun, while crimmal 
jurisdiction thas been removed from the 
city court of Atlanta altogetn®’,, and the 
criminal court of Atlanta created _to 
transact the business which was former- 
ly attended to by the city court. 

Lhe Questions Raised. 

Since the constitution mentions the 
city court of Atlanta specificaily the 
question is raised whether it does not 
mean the city court as it existed at 
that time. .. 2. 2 is asked: 
Did the legislature have the corstitu- 
tional right to divide the court’ into 
two divisions and to remove from it 
criminaj jurisdiction? : 

Admitting that the legislature did 
have the right to make the change re- 
ferred to, it is still asked whether such 
changes do not so alter the city court 
as contemplated in the constitution as 
to prevent the supreme court’s having 
jurisdiction over writs of error coming 
from it. The constitution gives the 
supreme court jurisdiction over appeals 
if that 
form is change@® the question naturally 
arises whether that jurisdiction sti!! 
exists. 

Byt there is @nother interesting and 
important -question involved, and one 
upon which the supreme court has al- 
ready passed in a manner that is ad- 
verse to the eity court of Atlanta. 
In the criminal court of Atlanta cases 
are tried before juries of only five per- 
sons, while the supreme court is given 
jurisdiction to review only such cases 
as are tried before juries, of twelve 
persons. It is held, therefore, that the 
supreme: court has no fegal jurisc&ction 
over writs of error from the criminal 
court. 

The supreme court passed upon this 
question only a few days ago. A crim- 
inal case came up from the city court 
of Americus,, in which the trial. had 
taken place before a jury of five per- 
sons. The supreme court held that it 
had no jurisdiction over the appeal for 
the reason that ttrere were only five 
on 


t+ 
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tion, and the writ of error was dis- 
missed. 

Notwithstanding this cases have been 
regularly &ppealed from the criminal 
court of Atlanta to the supreme court. 
Nothing has been said about it becagse 
no one has ever raised the point against 
it.
